ATCHING BOB 

BACKLUND wrestle is 
slightly more uncomfortable 
than riding a rowboat on a 
storm-tossed sea after eating 
two anchovy pizzas. The man is 
a disgrace to'professional — 
sports. One can imagine a 
baboon looking at this loath- 
some creature and being 
relieved at not being human. 

Let’s ignore the fact Backlund 

stole the WWWF championship 
from one of the world’s greatest 
wrestlers, Superstar Billy 
Graham. You had to expect dis- 
honest promoters and corrupt 


referees couldn’t stand havinga 
man as champion. Sooner or 
later, they were going to 
arrange things so their lackey 
took the belt. Backlund was just 
following orders. Blaming 
Backlund for participating in 
the theft of the century is like 
blaming an attack dog for 
biting. 

No, the horror of Backlund’s 
championship has nothing to 
do with how he became 
champion. But what he’s done 
since becoming champion , 
makes anyone who loves 
wrestling gag. 

From the first moment, 
Backlund tried to bring the 
WWWF down to his level. His 
simpering promise of giving 
Graham a fair chance to get 
back the belt was disgusting. 
That’s like applauding a crook 
who says he’ll give back aman’s 

.money if the man can steal it 
back from him! However, since 
most wrestling fans haven't got 
the brains of a retarded 
cabbage, they applauded 
Backlund’s “heroic pledge.” 
What can you expect? 

From there it gets worse. His 
championship is as exciting as 
watching water boil. He has yet 
to defeat Graham convincingly 
(because he can’t). Although 
there are hundreds of top grap- 
plers who deserve a chance at 
the title, few have been given 


the chance. Could it be Back- 
lund is smart enough to knowall 
these men can batter him sense- 
less? He may not be a total fool 
after all, despite what he seems 
like. 

His cloying manner, ignorant 
statements, and shoddy 
wrestling would be enough to 
condemn this refugee from 
summer camp. But unfortu- 
nately there’s much more.

Last night proved to be 
somewhat interesting. Superstar 
Billy Graham thundered by. I had 
been avoiding him since he lost the 
title to Backlund (ex-champions 
can be somewhat tedious, going on 
forever about their plans to regain 
the belt). Still, Billy Graham is an 
interesting person to interview, sol 
decided to center this month’s 
column on him. 

The first ground rule I laid down 
was that there was to be no talk 
about how he was going to take the 
belt away from Bob Backlund. To 
tell you the truth, I don’t think he 
can. I don’t want to imply that Billy 
is without talent. I just think Bobby 
is going to hold onto the belt for a 
long time. My hunches about these 
things are usually correct. 


And so we began. 

“I know I promised I wouldn't 
talk about Backlund,” Graham 
said, “but I do want to talk about 
the championship. I have very 
mixed feelings about it right now. 
In a way, I regret the day I ever 
agreed to wrestle Backlund. But in 
a way I’m glad I don’t have the belt 
anymore. 

“You don’t know whatit’s like to 
have 27,000 people screaming for 
your death. Don’t let anyone ever 
tell you that doesn’t have any 
effect. It really gets to you. I have 
always run the risk that one crazed 
idiot will try to make good his 
desire. You and I have both heard 
the stories about fan violence.

T CAME TO the point where | 

would dread the daily delivery 
by the mailman. Every day he 
brought me hundreds of letters 
addressed to “Steamboat’s 
Choice,” all due to a piece | ran 
in “On the Road” (March 1978). 
Neither Ricky nor | ever 
expected this kind of response. 

When | had talked to 
Steamboat originally, he had 
expressed a desire to becomea 
rulebreaker. He thought this 
might lead to greater fame and 
more money. He asked the fans 
to help him make up his mind. 
His final decision would rest on 
their judgement. 

From all over the country, 
devoted wrestling fans wrote to 
Rick. Their opinion was nearly 
unanimous—they wanted him 
to remain a scientific wrestler. 

“At first,” said Ricky, “‘l 
couldn’t believe the volume of

After reading the letters, | know 
| can never become a 
rulebreaker. It would be wrong. 

“When | first became a 
wrestler, | never gave any 
thought at all to how the fans 
would react to me. My goal was 
simply to become the best 
wrestler | could be. 

“From now on, everything | 
do, | do for my fans. | will never 
forget what they have shown 


me. Their love, their loyalty, 
their faith that | would make the 
right decision have humbled 
me. | am grateful for what the 
fans across the country have 
done. 

“| admit there are still aspects 
of being a rulebreaker which 
intrigue me. If | had gone that 
route, | would probably have a 
lot more fame, a lot more 
money. | would have become 
notorious throughout the sport. 
All the other wrestlers would 
have ended up hating me. | 
would be rich and glorious. 

“And | would probably hate 
my life. 

“The fans have saved me from 
a fate which would have 
ultimately ruined my life. What 
man can truthfully say that the 
fans don’t matter? | don’t know 
how Ken Patera managed the 
change from scientific wrestler 
to rulebreaker. | imagine he 
must be a very lonely man.” 

’'m glad Ricky made the 
choice he did. It would have 
been very tough for him as a 
rulebreaker. He was right about 
Ken Patera. In private sessions, 
Ken has admitted to me that he 
does miss the love of the fans at 
times. But he will not return to 
his scientific ways. 

For Steamboat, the future 
looks bright. He has a huge 
legion of fans willing to support 
him no matter what he does. 
They love him, and he respects 
their opinions. In all my years as 
a wrestling reporter, | have 
never seen a man so moved by 
what the fans wrote. Every 
person who sent in a letter 
should be gratified by Ricky’s 
decision. 

Look -at this episode as an 
indication of how powerful the 
fans can be. After all, it is 
around the fans that this entire 
sport revolves. Every person 
who loves wrestling can today 
be proud of Rick Steamboat and 
what he has done for the 
sport.

What is there to like about 
their so-called style of 
wrestling? The way they cripple 
and maim? The way they cheat 
and break rules? When a man 
ignores the rules and goes 
against all established law and 
order, he is a criminal, and 
should be fittingly punished. In 
this case, banishment from 
wrestling for life seems fair! 

The same goes for Dan 
Shocket, once a talented, gifted 
writer, but now a demented, 
twisted, confused young man. 
He uses his typewriter and this 
magazine as instruments with 
which to uphold everything that 
is bad in professional wrestling. 
Dan thinks the rulebreakers of the 
sport are his friends. | know 
better. Those guys would kick 
their own mothers if they 
thought it would bring them a 
few extra bucks.

Bob Backlund can only 
flourish in a nation that twice 
elected Richard Nixon. It’s not 
what he does but what he says 
that people believe. 

The truth: Bob Backlund is 
one of the worst cheaters in the 
history of wrestling.

illegal tactics, which he claims 
are only done “when the other 
guy starts” (which means when 
he’s losing), is a crime against 
the sport.

The 
man is a disgrace, a failure, and 
a shame. Those who march 
under his banner are either 
stupid or ignorant, perhaps 
both. 

What can be done? First, no 
man should wrestle Backlund 
unless he has someone in his 
corner to check on the referee.

they typify dignity and decency. 

And respect. 

Mil Mascaras. Dusty Rhodes. 
Andre the Giant. As a team 
wrestling the rulebreakers, they 
have proved to be unbeatable.

evening in Madison Square

Can Bob Backlund learn from 
this first lesson, that to be 
champion means you must 
bleed? 

“1 looked deep into Bobby’s 
eyes in the dressing room and all 
|'saw was total amazement,” said 
a close friend of Backlund’s. “1 
don’t know if he ever thought 
this could happen to him. | think 
only losing the belt could 
produce such a deep mental hurt 
in him. Even that, if he lost fairly,

might not approximate the way 
he felt after that match.” 

That night, Graham displayed 
every vicious, cruel trick he 
knows.

As Backlund reeled about 
the ring, tottering from loss of 
blood, Graham raised his 
bulging, bronze arms and 
laughed deliriously. 

“| just wanted to see what 
color that fool bleeds,” Graham 
said afterwards.

There were several points 
during the match when even the 
most hardened observer was 
horrified.
